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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-49 are allowed.

device, when placed in an operative position relative to the document markup form, 
sensing the indicating data using at least some of the coded data; identifying in the 
computer system and from the indicating data, at least one parameter relating to the 
document markup session; and providing at least one other participant remote from said 
participant with at least one document markup form containing information 
representative of the at least one parameter.
